An Elmendorf Air Force Base major assigned to the Alaskan Air Command has submitted 
the winning entry in the Alaska Centennial Commission's emblem contest and will receive a 
cash prize of $1,000. 


Maj. Robert Vodicka submitted a color drawing featuring a totem pole depicting the transi- 
tion from a Russian colony to the 49th state. A Russian Orthodox Church dome forms the 
base of the totem. Above it, representing ensuing periods in Alaska history are an American 
eagle, gold miner panning for gold, a railroad engine, and statehood star. 


Vodicka, who has been in Alaska two and a half years, is an architect whose hobbies in- 
clude design work and history. He combined the two hobbies in executing the centennial 
emblem. 


“For a centennial emblem though, history is the most important,” he said here today. 


Winner of the centennial commissions slogan contest is Richard Peter of Juneau...He will 
be presented with $300 cash award for the centennial slogan “North to the Future.” 


The winning centennial emblem is not yet the official emblem...it may be necessary to make 
a minor modification so it can be adapted to medallions. 


From the Anchorage Daily Times, Dec. 20, 1963. 


The centennial emblem was modified. The original omitted the word Purchase. “Alaska 
(totem base) Centennial” was around the bottom, while 1867 (top of totem) 1967 was at the 
top. The flag was on the same side of the totem, but it was reversed. 


This totem pole design graces the reverse of over 150 different commemorative medals, 
including the official State medal and the Congressionally authorized medal minted at the 
Philadelphia Mint. How were sales? See page 57.

STATE PEDDLES MEDALS OF ’67 


(the following is from the Anchorage Daily Times, 
Thursday, April 24, 1969). 


JUNEAU - Alaska’s Department of Economic De- 
velopment, which usually tries to sell folks on the 
state, is now involved in trying to peddle a pile of 
two-year-old medals. 


The agency has slashed prices and is offering coin 
collectors and dealers - and anyone else with cash - 
“one more chance” to buy medallions which were 
struck for the Alaska Purchased Centennial. 


The pride of the lot is the matched and numbered set, 
authorized by special act of Congress and struck at 
the Philadelphia mint. The sets contain platinum, sil- 
ver and bronze medals. Of the original 100 sets, 25 
remain, and the price has been reduced from $500 to 
$300 the set. 


Not only that, volume buyers get a discount of up to 
30 percent. 


Of the 10,000 unnumbered silver medals, 3,650 are 
still on the shelf. Their price has dropped from $10 
to $6 each. 


The 1,300 bronze medals left - out of 12,500 - are 
going at the original price of $2. And the 700 “offi- 
cial” bronze medallions remaining out of 12,500 still 
carry a $5 tag. 


(Further information from the April 28, 1969 An- 
chorage Daily Times. It repeats the preceding infor- 
mation but adds): 


Also available at $5 each are 700 official bronze 
medallions authorized by the Alaska Purchase Cen- 
tennial Commission. This commemorative medal 
depicts the likeness of William Henry Seward on the 
obverse and on the reverse the official Alaska Pur- 
chase Centennial emblem. It was manufactured by 
Medallic Arts of New York and is two-and-one-half 
inches in diameter. 


The medals struck at the Philadelphia Mint were au- 
thorized by Congress on April 14, 1966, Public Law 
89-393. They were engraved by U.S. Mint Sculptor- 
Engravers Edgar Z. Steever (obverse) and Philip E. 
Fowler (reverse). Mr. Steever was also the designer 
of the 1986 Statue of Liberty Half Dollar.

Both Nordale tokens are heavier than the others, with 
the exception of the odd M&N token. 


It seems odd that the minimum weight difference 
between the Nordale tokens and the others is 1.08 
grams, while the largest difference is 1.83 grams.

friends, much to his discomfort, says the Fairbanks 
Times. 


Many years ago in the Klondike, Nordale conducted 
aroadhouse on Dominion creek. One morning Lobbi 
came bounding into the place, calling excitedly: 
“Gi’me a gun. A moose! A moose!” 


Stirred from his placid course, Tony grabbed a rifle 
and loaded it for Lobbi, who hurried into the yard 
and after a few steps threw the weapon to his shoul- 
der. 


Nordale just arrived in time to see his only cow col- 
lapse. 


“You fool!” he yelled in anguish, “that’s my cow.” 


Tony, however, never had much to say about the cow 
hunt, for he did not like to be guyed about loading a 
gun with which to shoot his own cow.

In searching the internet for information on the 
Takotna Bar, I found an interesting obituary. 


Lifelong Alaskan David Hoover Miller, 83 passed 
away peacefully May 31, 2013 at Fairbanks Memo- 
rial Hospital. He was born in Crooked Creek on July 
28, 1929 to Edgar and Augusta Miller, the 10th of 13 
children. In 1936 his family moved to Takotna, and 
by the age of 14 he was working with his father, a 
riverboat captain, on the Kuskokwim and Yukon riv- 
ers. David joined the Army in 1948 and was sta- 
tioned in Wyoming and Greenland. After returning 
to Alaska he worked for Alaska Native Medical Cen- 
ter as an ambulance driver. This is where he met his 
wife, Anfusia “Ann” Kenezuroff. They were married 
in 1955. He also worked at the Red Devil Mine. In 
1959 David returned to Takotna with his family and 
made it his permanent home. David served the vil- 
lage of Takotna for many years, first working with 
the Alaska Road Commission, maintaining the 90 
miles of roads around Takotna, and later as Chief of 
Takotna and serving on the village council. He was 
also a Tanana Chiefs Conference Board member in 
the mid to late 70s. David spent many years enjoying 
hunting, trapping, fishing and providing for his fam- 
ily, and was well known for singing and guitar play- 
ing. He also owned and operated the Takotna Bar 
for many years.

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PERRY HERN 


When one thinks of common Alaska tokens, the Perry 
Hern tokens (B-12) come to mind. They are so com- 
mon that I am embarrassed that we do not have all 
three varieties in stock! His longevity in business is 
impressive, running from 1916 to about 1947. 


So what can we find out about Perry Hern. 


It is reported that Hern arrived in Skagway between 
1902 and 1904, when he was a clerk for a grocer. He 
worked various jobs until starting his own business 
in 1916.! 


The Daily Alaskan, Skagway, October 1, 1914. 
ER. Cook, the newly appointed deputy United States 
marshal for Skagway, took charge of the court house 
this morning. He has appointed Perry Hern as Fed- 
eral jailer. 


The Daily Alaskan, Skagway, October 15, 1914. 
It is only recently that Perry Hern has blossomed out 
as a ladys man, but now he can be seen at almost 
any hour of the day on the streets of Skagway with 
three and sometimes as high as five of the gentle crea- 
tures in tow. 


The Daily Alaskan, Skagway, January 8, 1915. 
Federal Jailor Perry Hern was out so early this morn- 
ing his friends were apprehensive for his health. In- 
quiry, however, developed that there is nothing the 
matter with Perry, but that it is his alarm clock that 
needs fixing, it having gone off about three hours 
ahead of time. 


That’s his story and he’s sticking to it! It might be 
unseemly for a Federal Jailor to be out carousing all 
night. 


The Daily Alaskan, Skagway, August 16, 1915. 

Assisted by Town Marshal Frank Page and Federal 
Jailer Perry Hern, Deputy United States Marshal 
Frank R. Cook made a raid on the Pantheon saloon 
early Sunday morning and rounded up five well 
known residents of Skagway whom they found in an 


upstairs back room. The deputy marshal released the 
men on their own recognizances with instructions to 
appear before Commissioner Conway at ten o'clock 
this morning. They were all present at the 
Commissioner 8 court at the hour named, and al- 
though informed they were not under arrest, they were 
nevertheless given a kindly lecture and a friendly 
warning by his honor before they were allowed to 
depart. 


J.F. Anderson owned the Pantheon Saloon (B-1). 


The Daily Alaskan, Skagway, May 13, 1916. 

On Saturday, May 6, Miss Lillian Doran was mar- 
ried to Perry Hern. The ceremony being performed 
by the Reverend Father PH. Turnell officiating. Mr. 
and Mrs. Hern are now at home to their many friends 
in their comfortable cottage at Fourteenth Ave. and 
State street. The bride is one of Skagway’ most 
charming daughters and has made her home here 
for many years. She had recently returned from a 
visit with relatives in the States. Mr. Hern is a well 
known business man and has since his residence in 
the town filled many places of honor and trust, and 
is at present engaged in business having bought the 
interests of the Morse “smokeries” on the corner of 
Fifth avenue and Broadway. 


The Daily Alaskan, January 27, 1919. 

Perry Hern Is Branching Out 

Albert Reinert has sold to PM Hern the Mascot (B- 
17) property on the corner of Third avenue and 
Broadway. The consideration is said to be three thou- 
sand dollars and the deed covers eighty seven feet 
on Broadway and runs back one hundred feet. 
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The sale includes all of the buildings on the prop- 
erty. It is Mr. Hern’s intention to put in a plate glass

front and otherwise bring the building up to a mod- 
ern business house. W-.S. Sparks is now engaged in 
making the necessary improvements and Mr. Hern 
expects to move his business to the new quarters by 
March first. 


It is Mr. Hern’s intention to extend his business by 
putting in a complete line of staple and fancy gro- 
ceries as well as to carry fruits and vegetables in 
season. 


The Daily Alaskan, Skagway, June 4, 1921. 

One man supplied a long needed convenience by 
merely making use of what was already at hand. The 
drinking fountain which as been lying idle for anum- 
ber of summers has been taken out of the storage 
and put to use on Broadway in front of Perry Hern’ 
Store. 


The council gave Mr. Hern permission to install the 
fountain in front of his place, he paying for the ex- 
pense of installation. 


There are additional mentions of Perry Hern in the 
LoC newspapers, mostly of a social nature. Visiting 
and dinners were newsworthy at the time. 


What is surprising is that a search for “Skagway Drug 
Store” does not return any hits. Further, there are no 
ads in the Skagway paper with Perry Hern’s name.

The Daily Alaskan, Skagway, Dec. 31, 1917. 
Tony Dortero arrived in Skagway from Astoria, Or- 
egon in 1897 on the second trip of the boat W.W.L. 
and only had 70 cents in his pockets. After being here 
a short time he was offered a job at $7.50 per day but 
refused and went around peddling fruit in a basket, 
sometimes being up until three or four o’clock in the 
morning. All places were open night and day in those 
days, there being two variety shows, 36 saloons, tents 
all over the streets, and bout 25,000 people in town. 
It was from these people that Mr. Dortero obtained 
his start, and now has a fruit and tobacco business 
of his own in Skagway. 


A 5¢ token for a 5¢ cigar (B-8a). Five Cents tokens 
were not common in early Skagway, so perhaps this 
is contemporary with the advertisement. 


ANTON JOHANSEN 


Anton Johansen started at Afognak (B-1) and moved 
on to Seldovia (B-3). He advertised consistently in 
the Seward Gateway. 


Seward Gateway, August 20, 1915. 

Anton Johansen, one of Seldovia’s wideawake mer- 
chants is continually adding to his stock, and expects 
a banner year. He recently installed a pool table and 
his place is a mecca of all pleasure seekers. The only 
dance hall is above his store. 


Seward Gateway, July 28, 1917. 

Any doubt that local merchants have about the value 
of advertising should be set aside by the following 
tribute from Antone Johansen, enterprising merchant 
of Seldovia. For some time after starting in business 
Johansen did not advertise. There is no paper in 
Seldovia and everyone there knows everyone else. 
But Johansen was advised that there might be people 
coming to Seldovia who did not know him and it might 
pay to let the outside world know he had goods to 
sell. 


He tried the experiment and the very first advertise- 
ment netted him 3000 per cent., the profit on a big 
sale of goods made through the buyer seeing that 
advertisement, amounting to thirty times its cost.

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REMEMBER 
TELEPHONE CARDS? 


When long distance telephone rates were so high, 
before cell phones were as common as they are now, 
there were telephone cards. You could buy so many 
minutes for a flat rate, and use the card from any 
phone. You dialed an 800 number, and then entered 
your card number. 


Our first item about phone cards was in 1995. They 
were the hot collectible. I still have some. 


This is the first silver telephone medal we have seen. 
It was issued by Destiny Telecomm International and 
is dated Anchorage, August 23-24, 1996, and was 
good for 10 minutes. 


On August 23, 1996, silver was $5.19 per ounce. It 


was probably some sort of a promotion. Maybe a 
bonus if you purchased a 100 minute card. 


KETCHIKAN ELKS MEDAL 


While gathering up items to scan for the price list 
(see page 66), I took two of these medals, held them 
together in my fingers and noticed a difference. The 
diameters are not the same. The smaller is about 
32.05mm while the larger is 32.8mm. Not a huge 
difference, but noticeable. 


The weights vary as would be expected, the larger 
diameter being heavy. But the difference is not con- 
sistent.
